Further observations on the distribution of butterflies in the 
Malay Peninsula. 


The distribution of Malayan Rhopalocera has been studied quantitatively 
with respect to abundance, altitude, plant association and extra-Malayan 
distribution. The majority of the Rhopalocerous species in Malaya proper are 
of Malaysian origin, probably arising when Malaya, Sumatra, Borneo and 
Java were united to form the continent of Sundaland, but about one-tenth of 
the total have reached Malaya from the north after the separation of Malaya 
from Sumatra: these latter species are comparatively rare and largely con- 
fined to the mountains. On the other hand, the most abundant species in 
Malaya are those with the most extensive extra-Malayan distribution : a large 
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proportion of these widespread insects are butterflies characteristic of secondary 
growth plant associations; the recolonisation of the Krakatau Islands has 
been largely effected by butterflies of this kind.
